Veterans of This War Should Get 


Year’s Pay When Fighting Is Over 


And They Come Back Home

I 
B E L IE V E t h a t co ntinuing th e pay of soldiers and 
sailors for a y ear a fte r th e ir d isc h arg e would 
elim in ate m any of th e serio u s p rob lem s th a t con­ 
fro n t m o st m en w hen they a r e tu rn ed b a c k into 
civil life following a period of w ar service. My first 
suggestion on th is m a t t e r w as for a six-m onth con­ 
tin u a n c e of pay, hut reflection conv in ces m e that a 
y e a r would n o t be too long. It could be m ad e the 
re a d ju stm e n t o r bonus th a t th e fo rm er soldier* a re 
sure to d em an d later on in sp ite of th e increase in 
pay no w provided for in legislation before co ng ress 
and w hich still is not th e highest service pay in the 
world, as you would ex p ect of the U nited States. 
In th e course of tim e, the se rv icem en of this w ar 
p robably would get th e bon us but It m ight be a 
long, draw n-out stru g g le as it was for v e te ra n s of 
the F ir s t W orld war. In a g reat m an y cases th e re­ 
w ard w’ould a rriv e too late. M y plan would give the 
boys th e m on ey w hen it will he needed m o st and 
do aw a y with bickering in fu tu re years. 
M oreover, it would lessen th e burden of a v ast- 
lum p sum on a n o th e r g e n e ra tio n of taxp ay ers, which 
will have plenty to c a r r y as it 1s. Most im p o rta n t of 
all it would give discharg ed soldiers and sailors tim e 
to re a d ju st th em selv es to th e conditions of civil life 
w ithout undue worry abo ut hooking on to a payroll 
at once.

H E R E Is no m ore try in g period in a m a n ’s life 
th a n the m o n th s follow ing d ischarg e from the 
service after a war. 
He is likely to be m en tally confused for awhile.

Meaning of the m inistry was ex­ 
plained by Rev. Clyde H. Canfield.

The m inister’s great desire is to 
possess the ability to command the 
respect of his people, Rev. Canfield 
said. 
"He may not win them all to his j 
way of thinking, for this is impos­ 
sible.” h e continued, "but he can 
inspire them through divine tru th I 
so that they may he drawm to God.” 
The speaker indicated there are 
m any demands on the modern m in­ 
ister, who. he said, "follows the 
example of Christ in that ho comes 
not to he ministered unto, but to 
m inister.” 
He emphasized the wide variety 
of people for whom a m inister Is 
sometimes called upon to be pro­ 
tector.
